WASHINGTON—President Coo- 


lidge added two new planks to the 
administration's platform, of gov- 
ernmental economy today in an ad- 
dress at the semi-annual meeting 
of federal executive officers com- 
prising the business organization 
of the government. He will permit 
no expansion hereafter of th sys- 
tem of federol subsidies to state 
governments and will countenance 
no incurring of obligations by fed- 
era! agencies in excess of their an- 
nual appropriating except in ex- 
treme circumstances. 


The president, who with Director 


Lord of the budget bureau reviewed 
tha administration's management of 
the government's affairs since the 
meeting last .June, 
touched 
only 


lightly on the subject of tax reduc- 
tion, pointing merely to the rela,- 
tionship existing between economy 
in federal expenditures and'the re- 
sultant decrease in revenue requir- 
ed. He told the thousand or more 
officials that to increase the 
tax 


burden was to disregard the gen- 
eral welfare. 


There can be no deviation from 


tho economy program, Mr. Conlidjre 
assertoii and be called on all spend- 
ing' agencies of the government to 
increase their efficiency and curb 
the obtgo at every turn. 


"Except where 
specifically 
au- 


thorized by law, I will hot counten- 
ance the incurring of obligations in 
excess of those appropriations," he 
said. I am equally frank in saying 
to you that I dp not look with favor 
upon the practice of asking for ad- 
ditional funds for the year in prog- 
ress. 


I have given much thought to the 


question of federol 
subsidies 
to 


state governments. The federal ap- 
propriations for such subsidies cov- 
er a wide field. They afford ample 
precedent for unlimited expansion. 
Tho financial program of the chief 
exccuiive-.does not contemplate ex- 
pansion of these subsidies. My pol- 
icy in this matter is not predicted

Blain In Address. 


Announcement that he will veto 


a gasoline tax bill "or any other 
tax bill that so inequitably, unjust- 
ly and unfairly distributes the tax 
burden," was made by Gov. John J. 
Blaine in an address at the opening 
of the 13th annual Wisconsin road 
school here Monday afternoon. The 
iroverndr declared that there should 
be "no additional 
taxes in 
any 


form," and that 
present taxes 


should be equitably distributed. He 
said the gasoline tax is "merely a 
scheme to help out the millionaire." 


In welcoming county highway en- 


gineers and road commissioners to 
Madison, Gov. Blaine said in part: 


"Motor vehicles are no longer the 


rich man's toys. They are the com- 
mon man's necessities. In Wiscon- 
sin there is an average of one motor 
vehicle to every average 
family. 


Therefore, taxation of motor vehi- 
cles must be on a sane and equita- 
ble basis, by the federal government 
as well as by the state. The federal 
government, up to the close of the 
last fiscal year, collected in various 
forms of tuxes on automobiles, mo- 
tor vehicles and their parts and ac- 
cessories, over $622,000,000. At the 
close of.the first fiscal year, the 
government has actually paid out 


the federal 
government collected 


nearly three times as much from 
these sources of taxation as it spent 
toward road building or road im- 
provement. 


"There is a special tax on vehi- 


cles operated upon the public high- 
ways, and the tax was 
imposed 


largely upon 
that 
theory. Yet 


only one-third of the tax has gone 
toward highway construction 
and 


improvement, while tworthirds was 
applied toward - the 
reduction of 


taxes on .the profiteer and the'mil- 
lionaire.- In other words, every fam- 
ily in Wisconsin 
contributed its 


share in. helping out the millionaire. 


: "To make ;.this burden greater, it 


has been proposed that the gaso- 
line in Wisconsin, used upon 
the 


70,000 "wiles of rural and 
county 


highways, should be taxed 
two 


cents -a gallon, and most of that 
tax, three-fourths of 'it, should go 
upon only. 10,000. miles, 
thereby 


placing nearly all of the burden of 
construction and maintenance 
of 


$70,000 miles of roods upon 
the 


farmer, and' small business men. 
' "It hag ibeen said that the «so- 
line tax as imposed upon the bill I 
vetoed U*t year cannot be said to 
be a sales tax. It is contended it 
is m 'tax on road use.'

"We then come to the question 


whether the United States should 
join the league as it stands; and 
the first answer, and a well nigh 
conclusive answer, is found in the 
fact that such action is politically 
impossible for an indefinite period 
of time. 


"What is more important; it fs 


not necessary for the United States 
to join the league of nations in all 
its most decisive and authoritative 
activities, for those activities relate 
principally to the European scene. 


Tells of Weaknesses. 


_ "With these considerations 
In 


view, the winning plan may be ex- 
amined both for its weaknesses and 
its strong points. 


"The greatest weakness 
of the 


plan appears to lie in the appear- 
ance which it gives of being noth- 
ing more than an additional piece 
of league propaganda. It should be 
noticed that this error is a tactical 
error committed by the judges ra- 
ther than by the author of the pla-n. 
One might also notice that if the 
jury had been desirous of1 slipping 
their plan into the 
favor of the 


American people without stirring up 
too much resistance, 
they would 


have taken a plan less obviously in- 
volved with the league. 


"A second weakness in the plan 


is found in the fact that the author 
proposes a number of reservations 
which would be necessary only if 
American membership in the league 
were demanded, a thing which he 
does not demand. This, of course, is 
merely a logical or a literary error, 
and the net result is to leave the 
United States 
doubly protected 
against any injury.

nold B. Hall of the political s:ienc« 
department said that it was a step 
in the right direction but that it did 
not go far enough. He said he was 
satisfied with this slow program. 


"There is no inspiration in the 


Bok plan of solution," Prof. Vivian 
fy.. C. Henmon, 
director 
of 
the 


school of education, said. 
"In as 


much as it favors the League of Na- 
tions, I am opposed to the propo- 
sal." 


.Dr^ A. Bi ""all said that under the 


Bok plan the United States assum- 
ed none of the liabilities of 
the 


league and that we would not be- 
come involved in entangling'affairs 
through the operation of the Bok 
plan. That only those persons who 
supported the doctrine of strict iso- 
lation would object tc the plan, was 
the opinion he expressed. 


Director Henmon said that cer- 


tain natural human instincts would 
have to be killed off before 
we 


could expect world peace. He urged 
cooperation of all the forces of ed- 
ucation and social institutions 
to 


try and prevent war.

COLLEGE" TOUCHES STUDENT LIFE 


FREEDOM AND THE 
COL- 
LEGE, by Alexander Meiklejohn; 
The Century Company.

There is *o much doing in the na- 


ural run of things at a university, 
especially during the examination, 
period that students realy have lit- 
tle opportunity for reading. Too 
often they complain 
that they 


"haven't read a book for, just ages." 


Now and then, however, a book 


comes »lon;; which every student 
should feel bound to read. either 
because it is highly interesting or 
because it pertains very closely to 
them and their actions and modes 
of living or both. 


Mr. Meiklejohn's book belongs in 


the last named category. In it a 
student will 'find sympathy - with 
his ideals, ideas, action*; in,it he 
will find much to think a'boutj much 
taat will whet his imagination and 
ruge him on to 'finer achievements; 
in it he will find beautiful express- 
ion which sometimes mounts to the 
highest realms of poetry. 
* * * 


Perhaps you. know that it is a 


series of essays—originally deliver- 
ed in lectures during the adminis- 
tration of tfie author at Amherst. 
They <deal with the world in its re- 
lationship to the college, with'the 
college in its. relationships to the 
world and with every part of the 
college in relationship to every oth- 
er part. 


No, we are wrong; every part of 


the 
college is not discussed, 
the 


mechanics are left out as being 
trivial in comparison to greater 
things, in comparison 
to theories 


and what a college does and should 
stand for. 


"The Next Hundred Years," de- 


livered at Amherst on the occasion 
of its celebration of its centennial, 
is typical:. In it is discussed the 
future of the country and the future 
of the college as it depends upon the 
future of the country. It, in a way, 
predicts the fall of racial aristocracy 
and the rise of democracy within 
our colleges; that our people are 
coming to care for individual lives 
and that the college will set the 
standard high and lead people on in 
the achievement of their ideas; that 
people will learn to have faith and 
that the colleges will keep faith in 
the coming years. 
* .* * 


And 
through it all, as through 


tiie other chapters, runs the theme 


of 
independence and of freedom. 


"The time of questioning has come, 
I think, for us. In all the art* of 
peace as well as those of war we 
must put on the garments of a man. 
We can no longer merely learn what 
others bave to teach. We must be 
independent, must be masters of our 
spirit, must make a culture of our 
own." 
. 
' 


That is the spirit with which Mr. 


Meiklejohn addresses his readers. 
And again: "There are two waya of 
facing life, two kinds of wisdom 
for 
mankind. 
One is the!way of 


dread, the other the -way of confid- 
ence. One rests on fear and cun- 
ning; the other oh hope and faith. 
One is for man, the beast; the other 
for man the spirit." 
And all the 


while he is asking: Which shall it 
be, will you become man the beast 
or man the spirit? 


It is nothing 
sensational; Mr. 


Meiklejohn is not in sympathy with 
sensationalism. It is quiet discus- 
sion, beautiful in logic beauitful in 
expression, beautiful in ideal. 
* * * 


"Are we a Christian people ? Yes, 


but we do not act as Christians say 
that Christians should. We play at 
game in colleges. But do we real- 
ly play; have we not made of games 
a something else which robs them 
of their meaning? 
We make ma- 


chines to help us in our work. Are 
they not using us; are they not 
making us their instruments 
for 


ends which no one has conceived? 
If Insight is to come from college 
teaching, this teaching must have 
unity and meaning in itself. But in 
our college teaching as we have it 
now there is no unity or meaning. 
The college courses must be reor- 
ganised, bo made to suit its present 
purpose. 
Where shall we find a 


college that has enough freedom in 
its spirit to do the things that must 
be done?" 


These are the questions, as is in- 


dicated in the introduction, which 
ared iscussed in the text. If you are 
interested in athletics and what stu- 
dent is not ) you. will find the chap- 
ter one "What are College Games 
For?" imn^nsely interesting and 
somewhat entertaining. 
"Is Our 


World Christian," if in one or two 
instances a bit illogical to our way 
of thinking, is a splendid discussion 
on the Pharisees of today. 


But come, there can be no hag- 


ling. Every student ought at least 
to be interested in his attaining 
freedom, freedom in its every sense;

The College of Agriculture and 


the Dane County Milk 


Situation 


T 


HE College of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin has done a 


great work in the past 25 years in the 
field of agricultural PRODUCTION. It 
has been a big force in Wisconsin in 
making "two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before." 
The college has im- 


proved grains, helped to eradicate scrub 
livestock, reclaimed barren areas, raised 
milk and dairy standards,—it has helped 
to make the PRODUCTION of Wisconsin 
farms larger and of a better quality than 
ever before. 


The College of Agriculture seems to 


have stopped at PRODUCTION, how- 
ever. It has been backward and hesitant 
on the question of DISTRIBUTION,— 
the great problem that confronts the 
American farmer. The fanner today is 
in the position of having raised more 
than he can sell. 


The backwardness with which the Col- 


lege of Agriculture attacks the question 
of DISTRIBUTION and the enthusiasm 
with which it attacked PRODUCTION is 
illustrated in the position now being 
taken on the Dane county milk situa- 
tion. 
* * *

HE farmers to the north, east and 
south of Madison (Burke, Westport 


Cottage Grove and Blooming Grove)' or- 
ganized a milk producers' association 
For years, agricultural economists and 
agricultural schools have preached to our 
farmers about the necessity for organ- 
ization in order to get a fair return for 
the farmers' products. Our own College 
of Agriculture has been TEACHING the 
THEORY of cooperation. 


Tired of receiving prices below the cosl 


of production, the farmers organized 
They are asking the distributors of 
Madison $2.65 per hundred pounds for 
their milk at a 3.50 per cent base. 


Have the farmers received any help 


from the College of Agriculture in their 
effort's to get a price somewhere near tht 
cost of production? On the contrary, 
the College of Agriculture has been an 
influence in keeping the price of milk 
down in this community. 
* * * 


T 


HE dairy school at the university is 
one of the big purchasers of milk in 


Dane county. University butter, from 
the university dairy school, is on sale in 
a majority of Madison's grocery stores. 


After telling the farmer that he ought 


to organize and that he ought to utilize 
the benefits of cooperation the College 
of Agriculture arrays itself on the side 
of those who are keeping the price of 
milk down for the farmers. 


Surveys and studies made by the Col- 


lege oi Agriculture show that the cost of 
production for 3.50 per cent milk in Dane 
county is about $3.00 per hundred 
pounds. And yet the college of agricul- 
ture has asked the farmers to sell milk 
to the dairy school at $2.10 per hundred 
pounds. Recently the price has been 
raised to $2.40 per hundred pounds. 


The Madison Milk Producers' associa- 


tion is now asking for $2.65 per hun- 
dred pounds (3.50 per cent base) 
for milk. That ought to be a fair price 
in view of the production costs at the 
present time. The big commercial buy- 
ers in Madison (Kennedy Dairy and Cap- 
ital Dairy) point to the College of Ag- 
riculture and ask why they should be 
asked to pay $2.65 when the College of 
Agriculture has been paying $2.10 and 
$2.40. 


Isn't the state of Wisconsin, supported 


largely by farmers, big enough and rich 
enough to pay farmers a fair price for 
rhilk brought to one of its own institu- 
tions?

O the west of Madison, the penalty

Relief For The German People 


(An editorial by Robert M. Lm Toilette in J»»- 


uary issue L» Follette'c Magazine) 


THHE question of whether the Ameri- 
1 can people should assist in feeding 
starving Germany does not* in my judg- 
ment, rest upon the guilt or innocence of 
the German Empire in provoking the 
World War. 


The most intelligent and enlightened 


opinion of the world now appears to be 
agreed that the World War resulted 
from the secret machinations of imper- 
ialists and ambitious rulers in all the 
countries involved, and that no one na- 
tion can be charged with sole responsi- 
bility for the colossal tragedy which re- 
sulted. Indeed, if documentary evidence 
consisting of secret treaties and hereto- 
fore suppressed diplomatic correspond- 
ence, published since the conflict ended, 
can be credited, France and Russia were 
the aggressors in precipitating the war 
and had been plotting to that end long 
prior to 1914. 


But I do not believe that this is the 


time to discuss this issue. History will 
decide the question of responsibility, and 
the wisdom or folly of those who opposed 
American participation and of those who 
favored it will be finally determined. 


The real issue at the root of our pres- 


ent policy toward Germany is the ques- 
tion of our own responsibility toward 
the people of that unfortunate country. 


Before and after the declaration of 


war by Congress in April, 1917, Presi- 
dent Wilson publicly proclaimed, again 
and again, that our quarrel was ret with 
the German people but with the Prus- 
sian autocrats—the war-lords who were 
the masters of Germany.' 


For months prior to November, 1918, 


President Wilson in his messages and 
addresses expressed great friendship for 
the people of Germany. He absolved 
them from all responsibility for the war. 
He was speaking with full responsibility 
as President when he said in one of his 
official messages: 


"We have no quarrel with the 


German people. We have no feeling 
towards them but sympathy and 
friendship. It was not upon their 
impulse that their government acted 
in entering this war. It was not 
with their previous knowledge or ap- 
proval." 
And again: 


"No nation or people shall be rob- 


bed or punished because the irre- 
sponsible rulers of a single country 
have themselves done deep and 
abominable 
wrong. 
It 
is this 


thought that has been expressed in 
the formula: 'No annexations, no 
contributions, no punitive indemni- 
ties.' " 
Referring further to the terms of 


peace when the war should end he said: 


"We shall be free to base peace on 


generosity and justice, to the exclu- 
sion of all selfish claims to advan- 
tage, even on the part of the vic- 
tors." 
And in the very address referred to in 


the Armistice he declared that: "The 
day of conquest and aggrandizement is 
gone by." 


After 
enumerating the 
"fourteen 


points" in this same address—afterward 
approved by the Allies as a basis of set- 
tlement—he said: 
"We have no jeal- 


ousy of German greatness and there is 
nothing in this program that impairs it." 


Those messages could have but one 


meaning. The President was the respon- 
sible spokesman of the American people 
and their Government. It had inter- 
vened in the war at a time when the Al- 
lies were most desperate. 
Its voice 


would control at the peace table. 
It 


would be there to "base peace on gener- 
osity and justice to the exclusion of all 
selfish claims to advantage even on the 
part of the victors." 


Every word uttered by President Wil- 


son which could serve to win the Ger- 
man people away from their imperial 
masters and weaken the morale of their 


farmers' cheese factories and creameries 
were in existence. Now when the cheese 
factories and creameries are driven out 
the condenseries can fix the price. 


By some strange coincidence, the 


prices paid by the Middleton condensery 
and those paid at the dairy school were, 
for a long time, identical. Middleton and 
the dairy school were paying $2.10 per 
hundred pounds. Not until a delegation 
from the Milk Producers' association 
protested to the authorities at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture was the price at the 
university increased. 
* * * 


F, as the College of Agriculture has 
maintained, the production cost of 


milk in Dane county is around ?3 per 
mndred pounds, the price asked by the 
Vladison Milk Producers' association, 
53.65 per hundred .pounds, is fair. It is 
absolutely unfair, however, for a college 
of agriculture which is TEACHING the 
farmers ORGANIZATION and COOP- 


RATION to array themselves on the 


side of those who are seeking to keep 
:he price below a reasonable return for 
he farmer.

army waa carried to the German people 
by all possible channel*. And it wac 
most effective. There ia abundant evi- 
dence that the President's friendly and 
oft-repeated reference to the German 
people and his assurances that there was 
nothing in his peace program to "inter- 
fere with German greatness" was known 
throughout Germany and inspired a 
peace drive which was disastrous to 
their army at the most critical period. 


It is literally true that the German 


people did most effective work in bring- 
ing the Kaiser's government to seek -a 
termination of hostilities based" on Presi- 
dent Wilson's fourteen points and his as- 
surances of a just and generous peace 
repeated in many addresses and acqui- 
esced in by the Allied Governments. 


Alas, little of all this is now remem- 


bered. 


Most Americans seem to have forgot- 


ten that the Allies, in conjunction with 
President Wilson, Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces of the United States, 
i ade a formal compact with Germany to 
conclude peace on the basis of the lib- 
eral terms of Wilson's fourteen points 
in the following declaration: 


"The allied governments * * * 


declare their willingness to make 
peace with the Government of Ger- 
many on the terms of peace laid 
down in the President's address to 
Congress in January, 1918 (the 
'fourteen points'), and the principles 
of settlement enunciated in his sub- 
sequent addresses." 
To this the Allied governments at- 


tached only two conditions, one reserv- 
ing "freedom of the seas" for discussion, 
and the other claiming in connection 
with the restoration of occupied terri- 
tory "compensation for damage done to 
the civilian population." 


Upon this understanding with the 


United States and with the Allies, Ger- 
many laid down her arms. 


This compact made before all the 


world constituted the pledge of this 
country and the Allied governments to 
Germany1 that its provisions were to be 
embodied in the formal terms of the 
treaty. 


Everyone now knows that the Treaty 


of Versailles violated the terms of the 
armistice based upon Wilson's addresses 
and the 14 points, in nearly every par- 
ticular. After Germany had disarmed 
and put herself at the mercy of the Al- 
lies, and the German people had estab- 
lished a Republic modelled after our own, 
the wicked Versailles treaty despoiled 
her of her colonies and commercial 
rights, robbed her of her most valuable 
coal and iron resources, appropriated 
and apportioned among her trade rivals 
her shipping, and left her economically 
bankrupt, with an indemnity unparallel- 
ed in history saddled upon her. The late 
Senator Knox, former Secretary of State 
and former Attorney-General, spoke the 
truth when he declared in the United 
States Senate that this "Punic peace" 
was the crudest and most inhuman doc- 
ument of recorded history. 


Having failed to insist at Versailles 


upon the honorable fulfillment of our ob- 
ligations to Germany under the armis- 
tice, one of the first things that the 
United States should do is to hasten to 
the aid of the destitute and starving 
millions of German people. 


In many different German cities a few 


months ago, I saw hospitals in which 
hundreds and thousands of babies, un- 
bcrn when the war was .fought; were 
dying of tuberculosis from lack of nour- 
ishment. I saw men, women, and chil- 
dren starving in their bare homes and 
the long lines of hungry, emaciated peo- 
ple packing the streets for blocks from 
morning till night waiting for their mea- 
ger rations. The suffering of ;the people 
of this distracted country passes descrip- 
tion. Let us remember that these are 
the people who aided in forcing an ac- 
ceptance of the armistice; relying upon 
American good faith. 


A number of bills have been offered in 


Congress proposing appropriations for 
the relief of Germany. Some of these 
bills have been introduced by men who 
favored the war and defended the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. This is very gratifying 
and bespeaks early and, favorable action 
upon this vitally important legislation.
